That 
is, the problem of direct immigration 
from Burope. Immigrants will be 
able to come to Los Angeles 
from European ports through the 
Panama Canal for about $12 or $15 
more than they now pay to be landed 
at New York. 

“It cannot be doubted that thou- 
sands will avail themselves of this 
cheap passage to our own and other 
Pacific Coast ports. Some will have 
sufficient means to purchase small 
blocks of land for cultivation. while 
the great majority will probably be 
laborers. It will be our 
patriotic citizens and as humane men 
to see that provision is made for these 
newcomers. They should not be so 
neglected that they will be left, for 
lack of employment, to congest the 
streets of our cities. 

“The Chamber of Commerce should 
at an early day appoint a commis- 
sion, either direct or in co-operation 


with the city government, to formu- 


late a plan for the kindly assistance 
and placing of these future immi- 
grants. They should be put in the 
way of caring for themselves, by giv- 
ing them. reliable information as to 
lands, and getting employment for 
them in lines that they are  ac- 
customed to. 


“For instance, many of those who of 


come from Southern Europe are fa- 
miliar with the care of the vine- 
yards, and those who desire to en- 
gage in that line of industry should 
be given the opportunity. 

“In fact, it should be our aim to di- 
rect the energies of those new people 
into the channels that will be aljke 
most profitable to them and to the 
community, so that they may early 
form a favorable opinion of Ameri- 
ean institutions and methods, and be- 
come loyal, useful and happy citizens 
of the United 8 and of Califor- 
nia.

George M. Reynolds, president of

“The reserve requirements under our 
national banking system are such that 
an effort on the part of the bank to 
increase its own reserve, must of ne- 
cessity result in its withdrawing funds 
standing to its credit with some other 
bank, thereby reducing and weaken- 


governing banks in those States, it is 
impossible to concentrate the cash re- 
serve of the banks, which prevents 
the mobilization and use of them 
when confidence is disturbed and th 
are most needed. 
“The present laws, both Federal and 
State, controlling reserve are buch 
that reserves cannot be utilized to the 
extent of increasing the lending pow- 
er of the banks, when under pressure, 
but rather the replenishing of their 
y causes them to re- 


istrict their loans, thereby intensifying 


the existing conditions. 

“The lack of flexibility of our nation- 
al bank bond secured notes, makes it 
impossible for them to expand and 
contract as they should in obedience 
to the changing moods of business. 

“Under existing conditions, and un- 
der our laws, we have no way of pro- 
viding an effective co-operation of the 
banks to protect the general credits 
when confidence is disturbed, and we 
are facing a panic. 

USE OF CREDITS. 

“In view of our ever increasing bol- 
ume of business, it is surprising that 
we have had so little interruption to 
our business through panics and lack 
of confidence and the fact that our 
present financial system has served 
us so well, is due to the marked 
growth in the use of credits in our 
businesd transactions. 

“Statistics show that aboupt 96 per 
cent. of the business of the country is 
done through the use of credit. Credit, 
therefore, is the life, or power or vi- 
tal force of business, as well as one 
of the most potent factors in econo- 
mics, and credit to be stable, must be 
protected by a system of currency 
and banking under which credit can 
be furnished, to meet all the con- 
servative requirements of business. 


of solvent concerns can be exchanged 
by the banks of the country into any 
other form of credit, even to an abil- 
ity to exchange credits for bank notes, 
if there should be need for them. 
“The National Monetary Commis- 
sion appointed by Congress early in 
1908 for the purpose of making a

ess. 
DEALS IN CREDITS. 

A bank is an institution dealing 
in credit, and its dealings in cash are 
incidental to its reserve requirements. 
Under our present system a banker jn 


ent customers credit to an amount 
that will be in proper proportion to 
the amount of cash he has in his 
vault. but no matter what the urgency 
of the demand may be, or how legitli- 
mate the purpose for which the ap- 
plicant wishes it, he cannot extend ‘his 
credits beyond a point which will 
leave a proper relationship between 
his outstanding credits and his re- 
serves, and he is therefore forced to 
disregard entirely the law of supply 
and demand, the law that should and 
would dominate his course in the mat- 
ter of extending credit in the event of 
the adoption of the National Reserve 
Association in the United States. 


proper reserve against his outstand- 
ing credit, in order to enable him to 
pay cash on demand against those 
credl is the safeguard of the pru- 
dent banker against an over-extension 
of credit by him. Under normal con- 
ditions a Los Angeles banker can re- 
Uiscount with his reserve agent a rea- 
sonable amount of the paper of his 
customers, and get some relief when 
the demands on him for credit are 
in excess of his ability to supply same, 
but in time of pressure or threatened 
panic his correspondent in a central 


‘reserve city is unable to meet his 
wish because the demand upon that 


bank is general and it has no place 
to turn for help where it can utilize 
the paper its correspondents offer for 
discount by rediscounting in again. 

“Analyzing it fully, the proposed 
plan of the National Reserve Associ- 
ation provides facilities for the proper 
protection of our credit organizations, 
and its collateral privileges are such 
that it assures to banks, members of 
the association, an ability to furnish 
credit to the extent of the reasonable 
needs of the business of that com- 
munity, at the same time, as I believe, 
fully safeguarding against an over- 
expansion of credit. 

“I do not want you to think I pre- 
tend to believe the enactment of any 
law will be a panacea for all of our 
business ills, for I am sure that in- 
fractions of economic laws bring pen- 
alties to business the same as the fall-

NEED PROPER SYSTEM. . 

“The influence of a proper banking 
and currency system will reach the 
hearthstone alike in the mansion and 
the hut, and for this reason, it should 
inspire in us a desire as well aa a de- 
termination to treat so important a 
subject—the most important legisla- 
tion since the Civil Wa-—<«long broad 
ines of patriotism, and free from 
petty party politics and prejudice. 

“In some respects, the present is 
an inopporunte time to secure desired 
legisiation, for following so closely in 
the wake of tariff legislation. which 
left many scars, and preceding the 
close approach of what now seems 
reasonably certain to be a more or less 
acrimonious ntial campaign, 
party feelings and personal pre- 


people of thig 
country, no matter what their politica! 
affiliations are, we must depend upon 
the intelligence and sense of fairness 
as well as the patriotism and their 
love of their country to cause the 
business men of this country to arise 
in their might and insist upon at 
least one important piece of legisla- 
tion being considered free from party 
bias and party prejudice.

“With an almost ideal physical con- 
dition prevailing throughout’ the 
country, business is languishing, and 
general business activity is below 
normal, With good crops, represent- 
ing a splendid purchasing power on 
the part of the people, yet merchants 
generally throughout the country. are 
doing a “hand to mouth” business and 
our manufacturing plants are running 
at a ridiculously low capacity. Con- 
fidence as to the future of business 
is impaired, and capital employed in 
large undertaking is timid, due to a 
fear as to its treatment by the public 
—by the various States and by the 
nation. 

CONSTRUCTIVE WORK. 

“Public opinion is the most potent 
factor in human endeavor and when 
wrongly created, is as effective in its 
influence as though rightly created. | 

“It is easy to tear down-—to de- 
stroy, but to build requires much time 
and labor, and the destruction of our 


institutions by tearing down and fail- 
ing to provide proper laws for the 
protection of that business is like 
marking time in the backward march 
of our civilization. 

“Changes in public sentiment, if 
they are rational, do much good, but 
the violent gyrations of public senti- 
ment, carrying it from one extreme to 
another, intensify rather than correct 
a wrong condition, or at best, only 
shift the wrong condition to another 
c 

“We are certainly tn dire need of 
some constructive work in this coun- 
try, the exercise of intelligent states- 
manship by those who have the power 
of our law making. 

“We cannot hope to see much, if 
any, permanent improvements in our

business conditions so long as we have 


those prominent in our affairs whose 
efforts have a tendency to array class 
against class. 

“So long as every man who has ac- 
cumulated a competency is a target 
for the indiscriminate attacks of the 
shiftiess and improvident, just so long 
will our institutions be viewed by 
many with suspicion and prejudice to 
the extent that capital will be timid 
and not seek new avenues of invest- 
ment which would be reflected in a 
greater development. 

“Stability, confidence and untiring 
energy and effort bring development 
and construction, whereas a bicker- 
ing, contentious spirit reflecting suspi- 
Sion, prejudice and lack of confidence 
visits upon business a blight almost as 
damaging as a hard frost ids damaging 
to vegetation. 

“A competency acquired as a result 
of honeat effort and fair dealing with 
all, achieved by energy and industry 
and used wisely, should win for its 
owner respect and esteem instead of 
subjecting that owner to an indiscrim- 
inate criticiem such as should be ap- 
plied only to fortunes made by those 
who have disregarded both law and 


justice. 
HIGHER IDEALS. 

“To my mind the correction of ex- 
isting conditions must and will come 
through the exercise in our business 
of higher ideals and the application 
of more common sense on the part of 
the public, which will prevent any 
man from wanting to accumulate all 
the wealth tn the world, as well as a 
closer application of the principles of 
the Golden Rule, prompting a desire 
to win fortunes only along such lines 
as will enable us to retain the con- 
fidence and good-will of our asso- 


clates. 
“If conditions do not suit you, don't 


‘charge all the trouble to the Gov- 


ernor or the President, for they are 
not to blame, but charge it to a pub- 
lic opinion that is not sane or well bal- 
anced on these subjects. 
“In the Los Angeles Chamber of 
Commerce may you — do what you 
can, by example and otherwise, toward 
the development, growth and up- 
bullding of those higher qualities of 
mind and heart which will through 
the application of higher ideals in 
business ideals, born of fairness and 
applied through a sense of justice, 
raise. the standard of business, and 
thereby, as I firmly believe,. reduce 
the suspicion and on which 
now envelops capi and those con- 
troling capital to the detriment of 
our business—and thus discharge each 
for you your full duty to your 
citizenship.”
